Greetings : — 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
you  are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  Inhabitants 
of  the  Town  of  Leicester  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  elections 
and  Town  affairs  to  meet  at  their  respective  polling  places, 
namely :  Precinct  One,  Town  Auditorium,  Washburn  Square, 
Leicester.  Precinct  Two,  Fire  Station,  Main  Street,  Cherry 
Valley.  Precinct  Three,  Fire  Station,  Stafford  Street,  Roch- 
dale. Precinct  Four,  Town  Auditorium,  Washburn  Square, 
Leicester,  on  Monday  the  1st  of  April,  1974,  at  8:00  in  the 
morning  until  8:00  p.m.,  then  and  there  to  bring  their  votes 
for  Moderator  for  three  years,  1  Selectman  for  three  years, 
1  Assessor  for  three  years,  1  Assessor  for  two  years  (unex- 
pired term),  2  School  Committeemen  for  three  years,  1 
member  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  three  years,  1  Park  Com- 
missioner for  three  years,  1  member  of  the  Center  School 
and  Town  Auditorium  and  Building  Commission  for  three 
years,  1  member  of  the  Housing  Authority  for  five  years,  2 
Public  Library  Trustees  for  three  years,  1  member  Planning 
Board  for  two  years,  (unexpired  term) ,  and  any  questions 
on  the  ballot.  And  you  are  further  directed  to  warn  the  in- 
habitants qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs  to  meet  in  the 
Town  Auditorium  on  the  4th  day  of  May,  at  1 :30  p.m.,  to 
act  on  the  following  Articles,  namely : — 

ARTICLE  1.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Town  Officials 
and  Committees  and  to  act  thereon.

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  bor- 
row money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue 
for  the  financial  year  beginning  July  1,  1974,  in  accordance 
with  provisions  of  the  General  Laws,  Chapter  44,  Section  4, 
and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period 
of  less  than  one  year,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  General  Laws  Chapter  44,  Section  17,  or  take  any  action 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  what  compensation  the  Town  will 
vote  to  pay  elected  officials  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  mo- 
ney as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  Town  De- 
partments and  Town  Accounts  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Trea- 
surer, with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money 
in  anticipation  of  Highway  Revenue,  and  to  issue  a  note  or 
notes  of  the  Town  therefore,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropri- 
ate a  sum  of  money  as  the  Town's  share  of  the  Pension 
Fund  and  Expense  Account  of  the  Worcester  County  Retire- 
ment System  for  the  fiscal  year  1974-1975,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chax)ter  32,  Section  22,  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  or  transfer  from  Available  Funds  a  sum  of 
money  as  the  Town's  share  of  Chapter  90,  Improvement, 
or  take  any  action  thereon. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  what  compensation  the  Town  will 
vote  to  pay  for  the  use  per  mile  of  private  automobiles  by 
Town  Officials  on  Town  business,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropri- 
ate or  transfer  from  Available  Funds  a  sum  of  money  as  a 
Resierve  Account  according  to  Chapter  40,  Section  6,  of  the 
General  Laws,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve, 
ratify  and  authorize  the  action  of  the  Selectmen  in  securing 
Workman's  Compensation  Insurance  covering  Town  Em- 
ployees, or  take  any  action  thereon.

(8)  Entertainment  or  gatherings  in  Park  or  Beach  areas 
are  prohibited  except  by  written  permission  of  the 
Park  Commissioners  or  Park  Superintendent  who 
shall  designate  the  areas  to  be  used.

(11)  Ball  playing  on  the  Beaches  or  in  the  water  is  pro- 
hibited, except  where  designalted  by  the  Park  Super- 
intendent. 
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(12)  Dog^s  or  pets  are  not  allowed  in  Beach  areas.  Horses 
are  not  allowed  in  Park  or  Beach  areas. 

(13)  No  children  under  twelve  (12)  years  of  age  may- 
attend  any  Beaches  imleSiS  accompanied  by  a  respon- 
sible person  sixteen  (16)  years  of  age  or  over. 

(14)  Talking  or  interfering  with  Lifeguards  and  Lifeguard 
equipnient  is  prohibited.  No  person  shall  use  Life- 
guard stands  to  store  clothing  or  any  other  objects. 

(15)  Dressing  or  undressing  in  any  Park  or  Beach  area 
is  prohibited. 

(16)  No  vehicles  allowed  in  any  Park  Ground  except 
emergency  vehicles  of  the  Town  or  others  without 
written  permission  of  the  Park  Commission. 

(17)  All  Town  Parks  are  closed  at  dark,  with  the  exception 
of  Rochdale  tennis,  basketball,  and  street  hockey 
court,  Cherry  Valley  basketball  and  tennis  court, 
which  will  remain  open  until  10  P.M.;  or  later  for 
organized  programs  with  the  written  permission  of 
the  Park  Commission.

QUESTION  NO.  1 
PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Do  you  approve  of  the  adoption  of  an  amendment 
to  the  constitution  isuimmarized  below,  which  wteis 
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approved  by  the  General  Court  in  a  joint  session  of 
the  two  branches  held  Au^st  25,  1971,  received 
212  votes  in  the  .affirmative  and  39  in  the  negative, 
and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held 
June  6,  1973,  received  235  votes  in  the  fiffirmative 
and  19  in  the  negative? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment,  if  ai>proved, 
would  replace  the  present  Article  52  of  the  Articles  Amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  and  would 
empower  the  General  Court,  by  concurrent  vote  of  the  two 
houses,  to  take  a  recess  or  recesses  amounting  to  not  m^re 
than  thirty  days.  The  present  Article  52  permits  such  re- 
cesses but  provides  that  "no  such  recess  shall  extend  beyond 
the  sixtieth  day"  from  the  beginning  of  the  legislative 
session. 

QUESTION  NO.  2 
PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Do  you  approve  of  the  adoption  of  am  amendment 
to  the  constiitutiom  summiarized  below,  which  was 
approved  by  the  General  Court  in  a  joint  session  of 
the  two  branches  held  August  25,  1971,  receivied 
177  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  65  in  the  negative, 
and  in  a.  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held 
June  6,  1973,  received  166  votes  in  the  affirmative 
and  93  in  the  negative? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment,  if  approved, 
would  provide  for  a  census  in  the  year  1975  and  every  tenth 
year  thereafter  of  the  inhabitants  of  each  city  and  town  as 
a  basis  for  determining  the  representative,  senatorial  and 
councillor  districts  for  the  ten  year  period  beginning  with 
the  first  Wednesday  in  the  fourth  January  following  the 
taking  of  the  census,  provided  that  the  districts  as  estab- 
lished based  on  the  1971  census  shall  terminate  on  the  first 
Wednesday  in  January,  1979.  The  census  shall  specify  the 
number  of  inhabitants  residing  in  each  precinct  and  ward 
of  a  city. 

Under  the  proposed  amendment,  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives would  consist  of  160  menlbers,  in  contrast  to  the 
present  membership  of  240,  and  the  Senate  of  40  members. 
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The  General  Court  would,  at  its  first  regular  session  after 
tlie  year  in  which  the  census  is  taken,  divide  the  Common- 
wealth into  160  representative  districts  and  40  senatorial 
districts  of  contiguous  territory  so  that  each  representative 
and  each  senator  will  represent  an  equal  number  of  inhabi- 
tants as  nearly  as  may  be;  and  such  districts  shall  be 
formed,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  without  uniting  two  counties 
or  parts  of  two  or  more  counties  and,  with  respect  to  rep- 
resentative districts,  without  uniting,  as  nearly  as  may  be, 
two  towns  or  parts  of  two  or  more  towns,  two  cities  or  parts 
of  two  or  more  cities,  or  a  city  and  a  town,  or  parts  of  cities 
and  towns,  into  one  district,  and  without  dividing  any  town 
containing  less  than  2500  inhabitants.  The  General  Court 
would  be  permitted  to  pass  laws  to  limit  the  time  within 
which  judicial  proceedings  may  be  instituted  calling  in 
question  any  such  division.  The  proposed  amendment  fur- 
ther provides  that  every  representative,  for  one  year  at  least 
immediately  preceding  his  election,  shall  have  ben  an  inhabi- 
tant of  the  district  for  which  he  is  chosen,  and  every  senator 
^hall  be  an  inhabitant  of  this  Commonwealth  for  five  years 
ait  leialsit  preceding  his  sdection  and  at  the  time  of  his  deotion 
shall  be  an  iinhabtiltiant  of  the  district  for  which  he  i's  chosen. 
Every  representative  and  senator  shall  cease  to  represent 
his  district  when  he  shall  cease  to  be  an  inhabitant  of  the 
Commonwealth.  The  manner  of  calling  and  conducting  the 
elections  for  representatives  and  for  senators  and  council- 
lors, and  of  ascertaining  their  election,  shall  be  prescribed 
by  law.  The  amendment  vests  original  jurisdiction  in  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court,  upon  petition  of  any  voter  of  the 
Commonwealth,  filed  with  the  clerk  of  said  court,  for  ju- 
dicial relief  relative  to  the  establishment  of  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, councillor  and  senatorial  districts. 

QUESTION  NO.  3 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment  would  rei^eal

section  2  of  Article  46  of  the  Articles  of  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  (the  "anti-aid  amend- 
ment," so-^called) ,  and  replace  it  with  a  new  section  2,  for 
the  purpose  of  allowing  grants  in  aid  to  private  higher  edu- 
cational institutions  or  to  students,  or  parents  or  guardians 
of  students,  attending  such  institutions. 

The  proposed  amendment  would  delete  the  first  clause 
of  the  present  section  2,  which  requires  that  all  moneys 
raised  by  taxation  in  the  towns  and  cities  for  the  support 
of  public  schools,  and  all  moneys  appropriated  by  the  Com- 
monwealth for  the  support  of  common  schools  shall  be  ap- 
plied to  or  expended  in  only  those  schools  conducted  accord- 
ing to  law  under  the  order  and  superintendence  of  the 
authorities  of  the  town  or  city  in  which  the  money  is  ex- 
pended. The  effect  of  the  deletion  of  the  first  clause  of  sec- 
tion 2  would  be  to  remove  the  constitutional  prohibition 
against  the  use  of  public  moneys,  which  have  ben  raised  by 
taxation  or  appropriated  for  support  of  public  schools,  for 
grants  in  aid  to  private  higher  educational  institutions  or 
to  students,  or  parents  or  guardians  of  students,  attending 
such  institutions. 

The  proposed  amendment  would  also  alter  the  second 
clause  of  the  present  sectiion  2  by  removing  the  prohibition

public  agents.  In  place  of  the  foregoing,  the  proposed  lamend- 
ment  would  prohibit  the  grant,  apporopriation  or  use  of

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LAW  PROPOSED  BY  AN  INITIATIVE  PETITION

approved  by  the  General  Court  in  a  joint  session  of 
the  two  branches  held  May  17,  1972,  received  131 
votes  in  the  affirmative  and  121  in  the  negative,  and 
in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held  May  8, 
1974,  received  139  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  119 
in  the  negative? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment  would  revise 
Article  78  of  the  Articles  of  Amendment  to  the  Constitution 
to  permit  the  expenditure  of  money  from  the  highway  fund 
for  mass  transportation  lines  and  other  mass  transportation 
purposes  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  may  direct.  The 
highway  fund  includes  receipts  from  fees,  duties,  exciseis  and 
taxes  relating  to  registration,  operation  or  use  of  motor 
vehicles  and  taxes  from  the  sale  of  motor  vehicle  fuels.  The 
expenditure  of  money  from  such  fund  is  presently  restricted 
to  highway  and  bridge  construction,  reconstruction,  mainte- 
nance and  repair,  enforcement  of  state  traffic  laws,  and  ad- 
ministration of  the  tax  statutes  which  provide  highway  fund 
receipts. 

QUESTION  NO.  5 
LAW  PROPOSED  BY  AN  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below  which 
was  disapproved  in  the  House  of  Representatives 

by  a  vote  ©f  73  in  the  affirmative  and  150  in  the 
negative  and  was  disapproved  in  the  Senate  by  a 

vote  of  16  in  the  afilrniative  and  22  in  the  negative? 

SUMMARY 

Provisions  of  the  act  establish  an  independent  Corrupt 
Practices  Commission,  with  five  members  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Governor  to  staggered  five  year  terms.  The  Commis- 
sion has  subpoena  powers  and  is  to  investigate,  by  means 
of  secret  hearings,  candidates*  compliance  with  all  state  and 
federal  laws  relating  to  political  campaign  contributions  and 
expenditures  and  corrupt  practices.  If  probable  cause  is 
shown,  the  Commission  is  required  to  direct  the  Attorney 
General  to  take  further  action  in  the  proper  form  and  is  re- 
quired to  make  public  a  report  of  such  action.  In  cases  in- 
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volving  the  campaign  practices  of  the  Attorney  General 
himself,  a  special  attorney  is  to  be  appointed.  If  no  probable 
cause  is  shown,  the  Commission  is  to  state  so  publicly. 

Further,  the  proposed  act  extends  the  application  of  the 
current  statue  regarding  the  disclosure  of  campaign  expen- 
ditures and  contributions  to  all  candidates  for  office  above 
the  town  and  city  level,  with  the  exception  of  President  and 
Vice  President  of  the  United  States.  The  act  requires  all 
such  candidates  to  receive  and  disburse  all  amounts  greater 
than  $25  by  check,  and  makes  it  a  crime  to  knowingly  re- 
ceive cash  payment  from  a  candidate  or  his  committee  for 
a  service  costing  more  than  $25.  The  act  also  requires  can- 
didates to  designate  a  single  bank  as  depository  of  funds  as 
recordkeeper,  with  records  of  receipts  and  expenditures  to 
be  open  to  public  scrutiny. 

Provisions  of  the  act  extend  present  campaign  spending 
limits  to  cover  all  media  expen^ses  and  require  all  media 
firms  (incuding  television,  radio,  newspaper,  billboard, 
magazine,  advertizing,  public  relations,  printing,  opinion 
polling,  computer,  telephone,  telegraph)  to  report  the  pur- 
chase of  media  services  by  candidates.  Media  expenses  of 
candidates  for  the  offices  of  district  attorney,  clerk  of  court, 
register  of  probate  and  insolvency,  register  of  deeds,  county 
commissioner,  county  treasurer  and  sheriff  are  limited  to 
$.07  for  each  resident  of  the  respective  electoral  district. 
Other  provisions  of  the  act  require  candidates,  upon  official 
announcement  or  filing  of  nomination  papers,  to  report  all 
political  receipts  and  expenditures  since  the  date  of  the  last 
general  election  for  the  office  sought,  and  count  such  ex- 
penditures toward  spending  limits.  The  act  also  limits  can- 
didates to  one  political  committee. 

The  act  establishes  a  maximum  penalty  of  one  year  im- 
prisonment and /or  $10,000  fine  for  individuals  engaged  in 
corrupt  pradtices,  and  a  $50,000  fine  for  corporations  so  in- 
volved. In  addition,  the  Attorney  General  is  permitted  to 
bring  an  action  for  the  removal  of  a  candidate  whose  elec- 
tion was  materialy  aided  by  corrupt  practices  on  the  part  of 
the  candidate  or  one  acting  in  his  behalf,  where  such  re- 
moval is  otherwise  authorized  by  law.

REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Leicester: 

Herewith,  I  submit  imy  fourth  annual  report  as  super- 
intendent of  schools  in  Leicester,  Massachusetts;  it  is  the 
eighty-second  in  a  series  of  similar  reports. 

September  1974  saw  the  end  of  the  double  sessions  in 
Leicester,  the  renovations  and  additions  are  completed  at 
Leicester  High  School;  the  nev/  eleimentary  :school  opened 
its  doors  to  students  on  September  4,  1974.  A  new  era  has 
begun  in  the  Leicester  School  District. 

The  Leicester  School  Building  Committee  held  an  open 
house  at  the  new  elementary  school  and  Leiicester  High 
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School  on  Sunday,  September  8,  1974.  More  than  150Q  people 
attended  the  open  house  program,  and  judg'ing  from  all 
comments,  everyone  was  most  impressed.  The  Leicester 
Parent-Teacher  Organization  and  the  Leicester  Mothers' 
Club  graciously  served  coffee  and  refreshments  to  all  those 
attending  the  open  house.  Teachers  were  on  hand  to  greet 
parents  and  friends  and  show  off  our  new  building. 

Now  that  our  building  program  has  been  completed,  we 
are  looking  forward  to  our  next  challenge.  We  must  prepare 
for  the  accreditation  visit  for  the  New  England  Association 
of  Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges.  This  is  scheduleid  to  take 
place  in  November  1975.  Our  staff  is  already  hard  at  work 
making  plans  for  a  self  evaluation  program  and  getting  the 
school  ready. 

As  required  by  law,  we  are  attemi>tinig  to  implement 
Chapter  766,  a  law  concerning  the  education  of  pupils  with 
special  needs.  This  law  has  created  a  new  direction  for  the 
education  of  pupils.  State  wide,  communities  are  preparing 
new  programs  for  these  pupils  with  special  needs.  In  the 
coming  months  we  will  be  instituting  new  programs  based 
on  the  individual  needs  of  the  youth  covered  by  Chapter  766. 

Before  we  end  this  report  I  would  like  to  note  the  end 
of  an  era.  Edward  Skelley  and  Edward  Boule,  who  have 
served  the  Town  of  Leicester,  as  teachers  and  administra- 
tors, for  more  than  thirty-five  y^ars  each,  will  be  retiring. 
Mr.  Skelley  will  retire  on  January  31,  1975  and  Mr.  Boule 
will  be  retiring  at  the  conclusion  of  the  1974-75  school  year. 
They  have  served  Leicester  well  for  many,  many  years. 

To  the  Leicester  School  Committee,  to  Mr.  John  E. 
Comer,  assistant  superintendent  of  the  Leicester  Public 
Schools,  to  the  students,  administrators,  teachers,  super- 
visors, custodians,  maintenance  men,  cafeteria  employees, 
bus  contractors,  ;and  clerical  personnel,  to  the  many  organi- 
zations associated  with  our  schools,  to  the  sponsors  of  the 
awards  presented  at  the  graduation  exercises  of  Leicester 
High  School,  to  the  town  officials,  and  to  all  who  have 
assisted  our  schools,  their  programs,  and  their  activities,  I 
offer  my  sincere  thanks  and  deep  appreciation.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
LEICESTER  HIGH  SCHOOL 

I  isubmit  the  following  annual  report  for  the  Leicester 

Hig-h  School,  my  third  of  a  continuing  series. 

During  the  1973-74  ischool  year  we  were  able  to  use  the 

new  classroom  facilities  which  were  finally  completed  as 
part  of  the  extensive  renovations  and  additions  to  the  High 
School.  The  gTadnation  ceremonieis  for  the  class  of  1974 
were  held  in  the  gymnasium  with  an  expanded  seating 
capacity  through  the  use  of  the  bleachers  in  the  new  cor- 
rective exercise  addition. 

Extensive  cleaning  and  painting  was  done  during  the 
summer.  The  entire  corridor  areas  were  repainted  as  v/ell 
as  the  cafeteria,  shops,  home  economics  room  and  kitchen. 
All  this,  .along  with  the  installation  of  new  lockers  in  the 
corridors  gave  the  school  a  very  colorful  appearance. 

When  school  opened  in  September  of  1974  we  were  off 
double  sessions  and  returned  to  a  full  four  year  high  pro- 
gram with  a  regular  school  day.  It  was  a  goal  we  were 
looking  forward  to  for  the  past  two  years.  The  building 
presented  an  atmosphere  of  newness  with  the  replacement 
of  all  furniture  in  the  building  with  new  units  in  each 
classroom.  The  cafeteria  was  furnished  with  smaller  tables 
seating  four  or  six  students,  getting  away  from  the  old 
insti  tutiona.1  appearance . 

A  work  study  program  was  introduced  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mr.  Daniel  Jalbert,  This  program  allows  students  to 
go  out  early  from  school  to  a  place  of  employment  after 
having  taken  the  basic  required  subjects  in  the  classrooms. 
The  program  is  directed  at  the  non-college  bound  students 
who  might  otherv^^isie  lose  interest  in  completing,  his  or  her 
high  school  education. 

A  program  was  also  introduced  which  allowed  students 
to  take  up  trade  oriented  subjects  of  their  interest  at  Wor- 
cester Boys  Trade  from  3:00  p.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  The  students 
enrolled  in  this  program  were  sciheduled  for  the  classes 
later  in  the  morning  to  compensate  for  the  added  time 
spent  in  the  Trade  School  classes.  Six  other  area  towns  are 
taking  part  in  this  program.  It  ^allows  a  number  of  inter- 
ested students  to  take  courses  which  are  not  offered  at 
their  own  schools. 
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Shortly  after  iscihool  began  a  "coffee  and"  offering  was 
available  to  the  students  in  the  high  school  before  the  home^ 
room  period  and  during  the  first  three  periods.  Only  those 
students  who  had  study  classes  scheduled  during  the  first 
three  periods  were  allowed  to  go  to  the  cafeteria  for  coffee 
and  rolls  or  doughnuts.  This  had  been  requested  by  the 
Student  Body. 

The  high  school  is  scheduled  to  be  evaluated  on  Novem- 
ber 3-5,  1975  by  the  New  England  Association  of  School 
and  Colleges,  Inc.  The  United  States  Office  of  Education  has 
officially  recoignized  this  Association  as  the  regional  accre- 
diting agency  for  public  isecondary  schools. 

Fourteen  subject  matter  committees  as  well  as  eight 
major  groups  have  been  meeting  in  anticipation  of  our 
evaluation.  It  will  be  a  long,  time-consuming  process,  but 
one  from  which  a  great  satisfaction  should  be  derived. 

Utilizing  the  Evaluation  Criteria  of  the  National  Study 
of  Secondary  School  Evaluation,  every  subject  matter  area 
in  the  school  will  have  been  reassessed  by  the  end  of  June, 
1975  through  our  self -evaluation  process.  Eight  major  areas 
including  School  and  Conmiunity,  Philosophy  and  Objec- 
tives, Curriculum,  Student  Activities,  Educational  Media 
Services,  Guidance  Services,  School  Facilities  and  Staff  and 
Administration  will  be  presented  to  the  faculty  in  the 
coming  months. 

These  committees  are  comprised  of  faculty  members 
and  students.  Town  residents  are  'also  invited  to  take  part 
in  this  self  ^evaluation.  Any  person  wishing  to  aid  in  this 
process  is  encouraged  to  contact  the  High  School  Principal.

team  had  the  most  successful  season  in  the  team's  history. 
It  had  a  league  record  of  12  wins  and  0  defeats  and  overall, 
a  16  and  2  record,  losing  only  to  Doherty  and  last  year's 
state  champion,  Auburn  High.  On  the  year,  the  team  out-* 
scored  its  league  rivals  to  the  tune  of  95^2  points  to  I2V2 
points  and  overall  outscored  all  competitors  by  130^2  to  31%. 
The  team  won  the  Southern  Worcester  County  League 
Championship  for  the  first  time  but  was  eliminated  in  the 
Districts  at  West  Meadow  Country  Club  in  Westboro.  The 
most  potent  performance  was  a  9-0  defeat  of  Grafton  High 
when  three  Leicester  boys  were  tied  for  Medalist  Honors 
with  33's. 

Dramatically,  the  biggest  match  at  Hillcrest  Country 
Club,  our  home  course  when  about  100  people,  including 
Leicester's  entire  baseball  and  Softball  teams,  turned  out 
to  witness  the  Leicester  vs.  Auburn  match. 

Individually,  the  team  was  well  balanced  with  each  boy 
starting  in  at  least  two  matches  and  with  six  different  boys 
shooting  in  the  30';S  in  competition.  Three  boys  went  to  the 
Districts  for  individuals  with  Ray  Brunette,  the  Captain, 
and  most  valuable  player,  qualifying  for  the  finals  and 
eventually  coming  in  5th  in  the  State  Finals  played  at  Sad- 
dle Hill  Country  Club. 

The  rest  of  the  team  was  made  up  by  Mike  Camarda, 
Mike  Giguere,  Carl  Larson,  Brian  Lemerise,  Joe  McShera, 
Jim  and  Matt  Stephens,  Wayne  Witkowski.  The  team  was 
coached  by  Ron  Bjorklund. 

This  year  saw  the  LA.  department,  together  with  the 
rest  of  the  school,  still  confronted  with  the  many  problems 
and  difficulties  that  being  on  "double-ses'sions"  can  pose. 
Most  people  were  very  understanding  of  the  problems  and 
adjusted  well  to  the  various  inconvenienceis.  As  a  result, 
things  went  along  fairly  smooth  throughout  the  year. 

One  of  the  most  significant  things  happening  in  the 
department  was  the  completion  of  a  new  metalworking 
facility,  ischeduled  to  open  by  next  year.  Final  touches  were 
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being  completed  on  the  building  itself  and  throughout  the 
beginning  part  of  the  year,  new  equipment  for  the  shop 
began  arriving  daily.  The  new  facility  would  allow  the 
department  to  offer  a  new  program  to  students  including 
courses  in  sheet-metal  work,  foundry,  welding,  machine- 
shop  and  automotive  maintenance  and  repair. 

The  facility  was  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year  and 
a  new  teacher,  Mr.  Dennis  LaMajrche,  was  added  to  the 
then  present  staff  of  two. 

Another  significant  accomplishment  this  year  was  the 
complete  renovation  of  the  existing  woodworking  shop  and 
mechanical  drawing  room.  Which,  as  a  result  of  the  new 
construction  and  a  roof  that  had  been  leaking  for  quite 
some  time,  was  looking  rather  shoddy. 

Both  shops  were  completely  repaired  and  repainted 
from  top  to  bottom.  In  addition,  new  finishing  and  project 
storage  rooms  were  constructed.  The  job  took  approximately 
six  weeks  and  was  done  entirely  by  students,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Bjorklund  and  Mr.  McGrath.  We'd  like  to 
thank  the  many  students  who  helped  by  volunteering  their 
time  and  efforts  to  this  project.  A  better  job  couldn't  have 
been  done  by  any  group. 

There  were  eleven  different  courses  offered  thiis  year 
by  the  Industrial  Arts  Department,  serving  a  total  of  169 
students  (13%  of  which  were  girls).  We  look  forward  to 
the  opening  of  our  new  shop  next  year  and  to  getting  back 
on  full  time  sessions. 

Last  year  the  Art  Department  did  not  conduct  any  art 
shows  due  to  double  sessions,  which  caused  lack  of  storage 
room  and  preparation.  Miss  Christine  McPartland  of  the 
High  School  Art  Department,  subistituted  this  with  frequent 
mini-student  art  shows  in  the  display  case  across  the  hall 
from  the  art  room. 

The  Lions  Club  of  Leicester  gratefully  donated  their 
services  and  expense  to  clean  and  cheer  up  the  art  room  in 
the  High  School  by  painting  the  entire  room,  it  certainly 
has  irnproved  the  students  morale. 

The  Elemientary  grades  ,1-8),  were  always  willing  to 
accommodate  the  townspeople  by  making  posters  for  apple 
festivals,  fairs,  and  benefits  which  was  conducted  by  Miss 
Gloria  Salminen  ,and  Miss  Cheryl  Hursit. 
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Miss  Oieryl  Hurst  attended  the  Spring  Maisisacliusetts 
Art  Conference  in  Eastham  which  always  enridies  a  teadier 
with  new  ideas. 

The  Junior  Cliass  of  Leicester  had  a  profitable  1973-74 
year  with  many  fund  raising  projects  headed  by  Michael 
Camarda,  President.  In  addition  to  class  dues  the  following 
events  took  place:  two  cake  sales  in  the  high  school  cafe- 
teria, an  auction  at  the  Trading  Post  in  Cherry  Valley  on 
December  12,  a  dance  at  the  high  school  on  January  12,  a 
basketball  game  between  the  WORC  sitaff  and  the  Leicester 
High  teachers  January  31,  a  second  dance  at  the  High 
school  on  Miay  3,  and  finally  a  car  wash  in  late  May.  As  of 
June  30,  1974,  these  fund  raising  projects  netted  the  class 
treasury  $2,312.43.  To  complete  this  successful  year  the 
Junior  Prom  was  held  June  14,  at  the  Chateau  de  Ville. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  staff 
for  their  help  during  the  past  two  year's  while  principal  of 
the  High  School.  The  student  body  also  deserves  compli- 
ments for  their  experiences  during  the  two  years  with 
double  sessions  and  numerous  interruptions  due  to  the  con- 
struction of  additions  and  renovations.  I  feel  that  l^ey  did 
an  overall  admirable  job  under  the  circumstances.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF 
THE  MEMORIAL  MIDDLE  SCHOOL 

The  annual  report  for  the  Memorial  Middle  School 
follows : 

The  1974-75  school  year  opened  with  Grades  6,  7  and 
8th  located  in  the  Memorial  School.  Unlike  the  previous 
year  when  double  sessions  hindered  several  curriculum 
changes  the  current  school  year  saw  several  program  in- 
novations implemented. 

A  remedial  program  was  introduced  for  students  ex- 
periencing difficulties  in  reading  and  mathematics.  Small 
classes  not  to  exceed  five  in  number  are  conducted  through- 
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out  the  day  in  an  attempt  to  fit  the  individual  needs  of  stu- 
dents in  these  very  important  subject  areas.  Once  these 
neod'S  are  recognized  and  met  and  the  student  api>ears  to  be 
functioning  on  grade  level  they  are  returned  to  their  reg- 
ularly scheduled  classes. 

By  registering  with  the  Library  Extension  program  in 
Boston  a  library  has  beien  started  at  the  Memorial  SchooL 
Over  two  hundred  books  are  obtained  on  loan  free  of  charge 
for  sixty  day  durations.  This  will  enable  our  students  to 
have  access  to  well  over  one  thousand  books  during  the 
course  of  the  current  school  year. 

Several  enrichment  programs  have  already  'been  con- 
ducted this  school  year  with  more  planned  for  the  spring 
season.  Programs  titled  "The  Effect  of  Alcohol  on  the 
Body/*  "This  Atomic  World,"  "Boats  and  Snowmobile 
Safety,"  and  'Christmas  —  As  Celebrated  By  Different 
Ethnic  Groups"  were  all  presented  so  far  this  schiool  year. 

The  foreign  language  program  has  expanded  to  include 
Spanish  as  well  as  French.  In  addition,  a  chorus  has  been 
organized  that  will  combine  with  the  band  to  present  a 
Spring  concert  during  the  month  of  May. 

Parent-Teacher  conferences  were  held  on  November 
18th,  19th  and  20th  from  7:30  to  9:30  p.m.  Over  two-hun- 
dred parents  appeared  during  the  visitation  nights.  Another 
program  using  the  same  format  will  be  conducted  in  the 
Spring. 

Students  that  are  experiencing  difficulties  in  any  sub- 
ject area  may  secure  additional  help  during  the  hour-back 
program  conducted  on  Tuesdays  from  2 :35  to  3 :35.  Teach- 
ers are  available  during  this  time  with  bus  transportation 
for  students  provided.  Several  students  are  taking  advan- 
tage of  this  program. 

Generally  speaking,  conditions  and  the  morale  at  the 
Memorial  School  seem  to  be  at  a  high  level.  The  faculty, 
staff  and  student  body  appear  to  be  functioning  as  a  "team" 
and  we  sincerely  hope  to  be  able  to  maintain  this  spirit 
throughout  the  1974-75  school  year. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Rutter,  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  and  his  assistant,  Mr.  Comer,  for  their  assistance. 
Also,  Mr.  English,  Assistant  Principal,  for  his  excellent  co- 
operation, especially,  when  I  was  at  the  high  school  for  a 
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seven  week  period  during  the  winter  months. 

I  also  want  to  thank  the  entire  faculty  and  staff  for 

their  isplendid  cooperation  as  well  as  the  Leicester  Mothers' 
Club  and  the  Parent  Teachers'  Association.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF 

THE  CENTER  SCHOOL 

With  the  opening  of  the  Primary  School,  a  new  and 
hopefully  final  alignment  of  grades  found  the  Center  School 
housing  the  fourth  and  fifth  grades.  Twelve  regular  teach- 
ers plus  special  teachers  in  art,  music,  remedial  reading, 
remedial  arithmetic,  spech  therapy,  and  physical  education 
were  employed.  The  staff  was  rounded  out  by  a  school  nurse 
and  clerk,  both  on  a  part  time  basis. 

The  non-graded  program  in  arithmetic  and  reading  was 
continued.  It  was  felt,  however,  that  the  breakdown  into 
various  levels  could  be  more  realistically  accomplished 
within  a  single  grade  rather  than  on  a  school-wide  basis. 

This  adjustment  was  introduced  in  September  aniis  work^ 
ing  to  the  satisfaction  of  all. 

Parent-teacher  conferences  instead  of  the  old  tradi- 
tional Parents'  Night  were  again  held  and  a  large  majority 
of  both  parents  and  teachers  felt  that  the  system  was  far 

superior  and  more  siatisfactory  to  lall  concerned.  The  Leices- 
ter Mothers'  Club  .again  supplied  the  refreshments  for  both 
the  Chrisitmas  parties  and  the  field  day  which  was  held  in 
the  Spring. 

The  chorus,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Ruth  Holt,  and 
the  band,  under  Mr.  Rowland  Sylvester  were  heard  in  pub- 
lic concert  while  a  demonstration  of  gymnastics,  under  the 
tutelage  of  Mr.  Robert  FitzPatrick,  was  well  attended  and 
warmly  received. 

Basketball  tournaments  involving  both  boys  and  girls 
were  conducted  by  Mr.  Robert  FitzPatrick  and  was  received 
with  enthusiasm  by  the  students. 

A  well  rounded  program  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of 
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all  the  students  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Center  School.  Such 
a  program  can  only  be  achieved  through  the  cooperation 
of  many  agencies.  We  are  deeply  appreciative  of  such  co- 
operation from  the  School  Oommittee,  tlie  Town  Hall  and 
Building  Commission,  Mr.  Rutter,  Mr.  Comer,  the  Parent- 
Teachers  Association,  the  Mothers'  Club,  Mr.  Perodeau,  the 
cafeteria  workers,  the  faculty  and  the  parents.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF 
THE  PRIMARY  SCHOOL 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  Annual  Report  as 
Principal  of  the  Primary  School. 

The  long  awaited  day  for  the  opening  of  the  elementary 
school,  formerly  called  the  Primary  School,  finally  arrived 
on  September  4,  1974  for  six  hundred  twenty-six  (626) 
pupils  in  Kindergarten,  Grades  1,  2,  and  3.  They  were 
thrilled  and  excited  to  be  the  first  pupils  in  a  brand  new 
school;  rooms  complete  with  new  furniture,  audio- visual 
materials  galore  to  make  each  day  a  pleasant  experience 
for  them,  in  addition  to  having  a  well  qualified  dedicated 
teacher  as  their  helpmate  in  their  quest  for  knowledge. 

During  the  past  year,  a  few  changes  were  made  in  the 
staff.  Mrs.  Barbara  Boschetto  and  Mrs.  Arline  Narrow 
were  granted  maternity  leaves  and  Miss  Pamela  White  and 
Miss  Judith  Orciani  were  selected  to  replace  them  in  the 
Kindergarten  level. 

Miss  Sheila  Kamal  who  f  ormerily  taught  Art  lat  the  Me- 
morial School  was  reassigned  to  replace  Miss  Gloria  Sal- 
minen  who  resigned. 

Mrs.  Donna  Hendrickson  was  re-assigned  to  teach 
grade  4  at  the  Center  School;  Mrs.  Ireen  O'Connell,  for- 
merly principal  of  the  Cherry  Valley  School  was  assigned 
to  teach  grade  3.  Miss  Kathleen  Wasgatt  was  appointed 
Learning  Disability  Teacher,  a  requirement  made  necessary 
by  State  General  Law,  Chapter  766.  We  welcome  these  new 
teachers  to  our  staff  and  extend  our  best  wishes  for  a  suc- 
cessful and  happy  future. 
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On  Sunday,  September  8,  1974  the  Primary  School 
Committee,  held  Open  House  affording  the  townspeople  an 
opportunity  to  view  the  new  edifice  under  the  guidance  of 
the  teachers,  high  school  students  and  members  of  the 
School  Building  Committee.  The  visitors  were  highly  com- 
plimentory  of  the  efforts  of  the  committee  in  providing 
such  a  fine  facility  for  the  education  of  their  children. 

There  are  some  features  of  this  building  which  are  new 
to  the  elementary  schools  of  Leicester.  One  such  feature  is 
a  central  library.  In  the  past,  library  books,  purchased  with 
town  funds  or  Title  II  money,  were  distributed  to  class- 
rooms. Hence,  neither  cataloguing  nor  processing  of  books 
was  necessary.  The  central  library  requires  that  all  library 
materials  be  processed.  This  is  long  time  consuming  work. 
Mr.  Donald  C.  Rutter,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  was  in- 
strumental in  obtaining  library  aides  who  gave  unselfishly 
of  their  time  and  effort  to  make  the  library  a  well-function- 
ing area  of  our  school.  In  addition  to  cataloguing  and  pro- 
cessing the  books  the  library  aides  also  conduct  story  hour 
and  puppet  shows.  Mrs.  Cynthia  Baird,  town  librarian  was 
appointed  by  the  School  Committee  to  coordinate  the  efforts 
of  the  library  aides. 

Another  feature  of  the  building  new  to  the  town 
schools  is  the  folding  partitioned  classrooms.  These  rooms 
afford  the  teachers  and  pupils  to  be  exposed  to  new  tech- 
niques of  instructions  as  well  as  holding  assemblies  for 
larger  groups  of  children. 

Parents'  Night  was  held  the  evenings  of  November  11, 
13,  and  18  from  7:00  p.m.  to  9:00  p.m.  Each  parent  was 
pre-scheduled  to  meet  with  the  teacher  for  a  ten-minute 
(Kindergarten)  or  f  if  ten  minute  conference  to  discuss  the 
progress  the  child  has  made  since  school  started.  Judging 
from  the  many  comments  and  the  percentage  of  parents 
who  appeared  for  the  conferences,  one  could  say  that  it  was 
a  most  successful  program. 

Fire  Prevention  was  observed  in  the  school  and  the 
students  were  given  a  treat  out  of  the  ordinary  when  per- 
sonnel of  Engine  2  of  the  Cherry  Valley  Fire  Station  visited 
the  school  to  talk  to  the  boys  and  girls  as  well  as  to  allow 
the  students  to  inspect  the  fire  truck.  Many  thanks. 

Mr.  John  E.  Comer,  Assistant  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  and  Coordinator  of  Federal  Programs,  was  instru- 
mental in  adding  audio-visual  materials  and  library  books 
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to  our  Title  II  collections. 

We  are  most  grateful  to  the  Leicester  Mothers  Club 
and  the  Leicester  Schools  Parent-Teacher  Association  for 
their  fine  assistance  in  many  school  endeavors.  Each  of 
these  organizations  have  served  as  guides  and  hostesses  at 
Parent-Teacher  conferences  held  for  six  evenings  during 
the  year  in  addition  to  supplying  the  ice  cream  for  the  an- 
nual Christmas  party.  This  thoughtfulness  indicates  the 
cooperative  effort  shown  by  these  groups  in  the  interest  of 
the  children  of  the  town. 

I  offer  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the 
teaching  and  non-teaching  personnel  for  their  untiring  de- 
votion to  duty  which  benefit  the  school  children.

READING  DEPARTMENT 

"The  ability  to  read  and  the  enjoyment  of  reading  is 
the  key  to  continued  learning." 

We  recognize  that  a  variety  of  social,  environmental, 
and  psychological  factors  are  significant  in  the  acquisition 
of  reading  skills  for  each  child. 

A  child  must  also  discover  within  himself  a  compelling 
motive  for  reading  by  the  interest  shown,  not  only  by  the 
school  and  its  administrators,  but  by  his  parents. 

Academic  subject  matter,  such  as  reading,  should  be 
treated  in  the  same  way  we  would  if  we  were  trying  to  in- 
terest children  in  a  sport  —  through  discussion,  pointing 
out  techniques,  and  providing  interesting  learning  situations 
promoted  by  enjoyable  activities  which  involve  parents 
and  children.  This  learning  takes  place  at  home,  in  church, 
watching  television,  at  play  as  well  as  at  school. 

Our  school  department  and  town  has  shown  its  deep 
concern  for  improving  the  ability  to  read  by  providing  the 
very  best  instruction  possible  for  each  individual  child.  The 
following  is  just  a  partial  list  of  such  action. 

1.  Careful  selection  of  qualified  teachers.

2.  Adoption  of  a  new  levels  program  in  reading. 

3.  Establishment  of  our  non-graded  program. 

4.  Purchase  of  new  instructional  materials  and 
machines. 

5.  Providing  for  a  program  to  serve  children  with 
learning  problems. 

6.  Cooperating  in  providing  for  an  in-service 
course  involving  thirty  teachers  to  determine 
the  characteristics  of  children  with  learning 
disabilities. 

7.  Building  and  equipping  of  a  new  school  with  a 
beautiful  library  that  is  an  invitation  to  learn- 
ing and  the  enjoyment  of  reading. 

No  matter  how  'sound  the  educational  program,  there 
are  still  those  that  need  individual  help.  Our  first  attention 
in  developing  a  correctional  program  for  these  children 
includes  careful  indentification  through  teacher  referral, 
diagnostic  testing,  and  prescription.  Those  Children  whose 
achievement  falls  six  months  below  grade  level  are  given 
special  help. 

At  the  present  time,  in  this  corrective  program,  we  are 
helping  one  hundred  and  twenty-4:hree  children.  Each  child 
meets  with  us  for  two  thirty-five  to  forty  minute  periods 
per  week  in  grades  one  through  four  and  one  forty  minute 
period  per  week  in  grades  five  and  six. 

This  report  would  be  incomplete  without  a  warm  'thank 
you'  to  the  following  people : 

1.  The  School  Committee,  building  committee, 
superintendent,  assistant  superintendent,  and 
townspeople  for  providing  us  with  our  beautiful 
well  equipped,  quiet,  and  carpeted  reading  room.

We  are  serving  a  Type  "A"  meal  daily  in  all  four 
schools.  The  Kindergarten  may  buy  milk  everyday.  Each 
Type  "A"  meal  is  planned  to  contain  the  following  require- 
ments as  approved  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

MEAT  AND  MEAT  ALTERNATE  2  ounces  of  lean 

meat,  poultry,  or  fish;  or  2  ounces  of  cheese;  or  1  egg;  or 
1/2  cup  cooked  dry  beans  or  peas;  or  4  tbsp.  of  peanut 
butter ;  or  an  equivalent  quantity  of  any  combination  of  the 
above  listed  foods. 

VEGETABLES  AND  FRUITS— -3/4  cup  serving 
consisting  of  2  or  more  vegetables  or  fruits  or  both,  in  raw 
or  cooked  form.  A  serving  (1/4  cup  or  more)  of  full 
strength  vegetable  or  fruit  juice  may  be  counted  to  meet 
not  more  than  1/2  cup  of  this  requirement. 

BREAD  —  1  slice  of  whole-grain  or  enriched  bread; 
or  a  serving  of  other  breads  such  as  corabread,  bisquits,

rolls,  muffins,  etc.,  made  with  whole  grain  or  enriched  meal 
or  flour. 

BUTTER  OR  FORTIFIED  MARGARINE  —  1  ttep 
of  butter  or  fortified  margarine.  This  may  be  used  as  a 
spread  on  bread,  as  a  seasoning,  or  in  the  preparation  of 
other  foods  in  the  lunch. 

MILK  — 1/2  pint 

In  September  applications  for  free  and  reduced  meals 
were  sent  home  to  every  family.  Applications  are  available 
at  all  times. 

We  now  have  a  coffee  hour  at  the  High  School  which 
consists  of  coffee,  milk,  doughnuts  and  Danish  pastry.  This 
is  available  before  school  and  during  the  first  three  periods 
to  those  who  have  a  study  break. 

A  special  thanks  to  all  the  women  in  the  cafeterias  who 
have  worked  hard  to  serve  the  children  an  adequate  lunch.

Gentlemen : 

Our  town,  like  other  communities  in  the  Northeast 
region  of  the  country,  is  slowly  but  surely  losing  our  Elm 
trees. 

There  are  ways  of  helping  the  control  of  the  spread  of 
Dutch  Elm  Disease,  but  in  most  cases  the  cost  at  the  present 
time  is  still  prohibitive,  especially  for  rural  towns. 

The  basic  problem  is  Sanitation  Control.  I  make  every 
effort  to  remove  any  Elm  infected  with  Dutch  Elm  Disease, 
when  they  prove  to  be  dangerous  to  a  public  way.  It  is  im- 
possible to  take  care  of  all  infected  Elms  because  of  a  lack 
of  funds. 

Inflation  has  affected  the  cost  of  tree  removal  just  as 
it  has  every  other  phase  of  our  economy.  This  department 
is  still  operating  with  the  same  amount  of  appropriated 
money  as  it  received  for  the  year  of  1963.  I  am  unable  to 
do  the  necessary  work  with  the  increased  costs.  There  re- 
main many  dangerous  trees  that  should  be  removed. 

This  department  is  also  responsible  for  the  control  of 
many  tree  related  insects,  as  well  as  poison  ivy  and  ragweed 
control.  I  should  be  able  to  take  care  of  requests  from  prop- 
erty owners  in  regards  to  these  problems,  but  lack  of  funds 
prevents  me.

TRUSTEES  of  the 
LEICESTER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  Leicester  Public  Library  derives  its  life  blood 
from  two  different  sources.  About  85  per  cent  of  its  oper- 
ating expenses  come  through  an  appropriation  at  the  An- 
nual Town  Meeting,  the  other  15  per  cent  being  a  combina- 
tion of  state  aid  and  dog  tax  money.  These  monies  pay  for 
salaries  and  wages,  for  utilities,  for  supplies,  and  for  the 
purchase  of  books,  magazines,  records  and  tapes. 


Over  the  years  a  dozen  or  so  interested  citizens  have 
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made  bequests  to  the  library  in  the  form  of  trust  funds,  the 
interest  from  which  the  Trustees  may  use  for  the  upkeep 
and  repairs  to  the  building,  for  improvements  and  such 
other  uses  as  will  keep  the  library  alive  and  in  good  health. 

In  the  past  two  or  three  years  the  Trustees  have  dipped 
rather  deeply  into  this  source  of  income.  All  the  outside 
trim  on  the  building  has  been  painted  and  repaired  includ- 
ing the  replacement  of  three  windows  on  the  basement 
level.  The  old  rotting  bulkhead  door  has  been  replaced  with 
a  steel  door.  New  eaves  troughs  and  downspouts  have  been 
installed.  The  upper  floor  has  been  painted  with  only  the 
floor  remaining  to  be  done.  The  stairway  from  the  upper 
floor  down  to  the  basement  level  has  been  refinished.  The 
floor  on  the  main  level  was  beautifully  refinished  and  a 
long  rug  laid  in  the  area  that  gets  the  most  wear.  Supple- 
mental shelving  has  been  purchased  in  an  attempt  to  ease 
a  persistent  overcrowding  of  book  space. 

One  of  the  most  satisfying  projects  has  been  the  in- 
stallation of  new  fluorescent  lights  on  the  main  floor.  These 
not  only  provide  a  great  deal  more  illumination  but  also, 
we  are  told,  will  be  cheaper  to  run  than  the  old  lights.  Also 
some  wiring  has  been  renewed  as  a  safety  precaution. 

The  new  parking  lot  behind  the  building,  constructed 
and  equipped  with  a  bright  light  with  federal  revenue 
sharing  funds,  provides  safety  for  cars  that  formerly  had 
to  park  on  the  street  with  an  ever-present  risk.  A  sign  out 
front  directs  one  to  the  parking  space. 

Townspeople  continue  to  be  generous.  The  Boy  Scouts 
painted  the  interior  of  the  Carleton  Library  in  Rochdale 
according  to  a  color  scheme  designed  by  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Rushton,  the  librarian  there.  The  paint  was  supplied  by  the 
Trustees.  The  Leicester  Lions  Club  provided  the  stuffed 
lion  prize  for  the  summer  reading  contest,  won  by  Terry 
Provost  of  Rochdale  who  read  103  books.  The  Leicester 
Women's  Club  donated  the  proceeds  of  their  book  sale.  The 
money  was  used  to  buy  one  of  the  two  ydlow  upholstered 
chairs  now  in  the  adult  reading  room. 

Our  big  project  for  1975  involves  moving  the  children's 
department  from  its  present  location  in  the  west  half  of  the 
main  floor  to  at  least  two  rooms  in  the  basement  level. 
Available  space  on  the  miain  floor  is  greatly  overcrowded 
and  this  move  will  not  only  facilitate  operations  for  both 
adults  and  children  but  is  practically  a  necessity.  This 
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project,  we  esitimate,  will  require  at  least  $6,000  from  our 
income  funds. 

So,  with  thanks  to  all  who  have  helped,  we  continue  to 
move  onward  toward  a  better  and  better  library.  The  big 
increase  in  circulation  of  books,  magazines,  records  and 
tapes  last  year  indicates  that  our  efforts  have  not  gone  un- 
noticed.

During  1974  we  added  791  new  pieces  of  information 
in  the  form  of  books,  magazines,  and  records.  The  library 
also  purchased  $1100  in  reference  materials  including  the 
Annotated  Laws  of  Mass.,  Dictionary  of  American  Biog- 
raphy and  others. 

Unfortunately  the  Cherry  Valley  Branch  Library  was 
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necessarily  phased  out  with  the  closing  of  the  school  there. 
However,  plans  are  under  consideration  for  purchasing 
and  equipping  a  small  van  which  would  ultimately  service 
Cherry  Valley,  Greenville,  parts  of  Rochdale,  Dawn  Acres 
etc.,  possibly  making  stops  at  individual  homes  where  resi- 
dents are  unable  to  get  out. 

In  addition,  in  anticipation  of  further  increased  use, 
the  library  is  now  planning  for  a  new  children's  room.  By 
moving  the  children's  services  to  the  lower  part  of  the 
building,  space  will  be  released  for  the  Adult  Reader  and 
Reference  Services  on  the  main  floor  which  is  now  badly 
overcrowded. 

It  is  certain  that  there  will  be  a  greater  reader  use  in 
the  future  for  a  variety  of  reasons,  not  the  least  of  which 
is  the  inflated/depressed  economic  situation. 

1974  was  a  most  rewarding  year!  1975  promises  to  be 
even  better!

FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Leicester: 

The  year  1974  was  one  of  more  fires  than  the  past  few 
years.  Many  of  these  fires  were  caused  by  mischievous 
children.  None  were  of  a  serious  nature  although  in  the 
right  weather  condition's  they  couid  become  very  destructive 
and  dangerous  to  both  personnel  and  property. 

During  the  year,  the  Department  assisted  the  Highway 
Department  and  Leicester  Water  District  by  flushing  clog- 
ged drains  and  sewer  lines  thus  saving  the  Town  and  Dis- 
trict many  thousands  of  dollars  by  not  having  to  dig  up 
these  lines. 

Also  during  the  year  several  dogs  were  rescued  from 
the  icy  lakes  and  many  cellars  were  pumped  due  to  flooding 
conditions  from  melting  isnow  and  heavy  rains.  The  Depart- 
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ment  also  assisted  at  many  house  fires  by  hauling  water 
and  helping  move  equipment. 

At  this  time,  I  would  like  to  thank  my  Deputy  Wardens, 
Companies  1,  2,  and  3  of  the  Fire  Department,  the  Police 
Department  for  handling  the  alarms.  Town  Officials,  C.  D. 
Department,  and  Officials  of  the  School  Department  for 
their  help  and  cooperation. 

During  the  year  we  answered  155  fire  calls.

1.  Most  coBimon  ailment  this  year  has  been  pink  eye  in 
cattle  in  hot  weather,  requiring  continuous  treatment. 

2.  Hoof  fungus  also  ankle  swelling  has  been  common. 

3.  Ringworm  has  receded  by  about  70%. 

All  in  all  a  good  year  for  livestock. 
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Wiith  the  price  for  cattle  for  live  weight,  this  year  was  from 
14-15  cents  per  pound  up  to  19-20  cents  for  top  imeaty  cows 
and  steers.  This  means  a  loss  to  the  farmer  of  about  18-20 
cents  a  pound  over  last  year's  price. 

With  grain  at  a  new  high  of  $170.00  per  ton,  commercial 
fertilizer  is  also  almost  $150.00  per  ton,  bailing  twine  up 
from  $18.50  -  $31.00  per  bundle  to  say  nothing  about  elec- 
tricity, fuel  gas,  machinery  repairs  and  replacements,  how 
mucih  more  can  the  f  armers  take.

Gentlemen : 

The  following  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Elliot  Hill 
Burial  Ground: 

The  cemetery  received  its  Spring  Cleanup  and  first 
mowing  for  Memorial  Day.  The  cemetery  was  maintained 
throughout  the  summer  months  making  certain  it  was  pre- 
sentable for  the  Fourth  of  July  and  Labor  Day,  It  received 
its  final  mowing  and  Fall  cleanup  September  26th.  The  gate 
had  to  be  repaired  and  it  is  suggested  that  the  possibility 
of  replacing  the  present  wooden  one  with  a  cyclone  type 
fence  gate  be  studied. 

The  cemetery,  as  mentioned  many  times  in  the  past, 
has  been  kept  in  a  satisfactorily  manner  so  as  to  bring 
respect  to  our  forefathers  who  are  buried  there  and  in  my 
opinion  is  a  suitable  memorial  to  the  people  who  have  gone 
on  before. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  following  memorial  which 
can  be  found  within  Elliot  HiU  Burial  Ground: 

SOLOMON  PARSONS 

DIED  IN  WORCESTER 

May  11,  1811 

after  suffering  53  years 
from  wounds  received  at 
Mommouth  Battle  where  he 
bled  for  his  country. 
Reader  pause,  recollect 
.  what  it  cost  to  gain  your 

"  liberty 
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Mi*.  Parsons  was  a  Private  with  the  15th  Massachusetts 
Reg*t  during  the  American  Revolution  and  as  the  200th 
anniversary  of  the  Revolution  is  fast  approaching  I  would 
like  to  suggest  that  Leicester  Citizens  read  the  account  of 
Mr.  Parsons'  experience  during  the  Battle  of  Mommouth  in 
Washburn's  History  of  Leicester,  a  copy  of  which  can  be 
found  in  the  Leicester  Public  Library. 

It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  there  are  154  markers 
in  the  cemetery.  Some  are  headstones  and  some  are  foot- 
stones  but  of  these  154  markers  85  of  them  are  field  stones 
land  of  the  85  only  5  are  lettered.  There  are  also  slate,  white 
marble  and  grey  granite  markers  there.  One  of  the  slate 
markers  is  believed  to  have  been  carved  by  the  Worcester 
Family,  famous  carvers  at  their  time  who  lived  in  Harvard 
Mass.  Even  though  there  are  many  unmarked  and  unknown 
graves  there  we  must  remember  these  were  the  people,  even 
though  unknown,  who  settled  Leicester  and  lived  here  200 
years  ago.

Board  meetings  were  held  every  Monday  evening  at 
7 :00  p.m.,  and  lalso  when  deemed  necessary  to  transact 
Town  business. 

Matthew  T.  Brennan  was  elected  Chairman  of  the 
Board  and  Robert  L.  Giggey  Vice-Chairman  for  the  year. 

Work  on  Shaw  Brook  continues  to  progress.  The  Board 
signed  Bonds  during  the  year  and  already  geological  surveys 
are  being  conducted.

Business  handled  through  the  Selectmen's  Office  con- 
tinues to  show  increasing  activity.  Through  this  Office  are 
issued  many  various  licenses  in  conducting  Town  affairs. 
Receipts  from  our  Landfill  Operation  alone  ,amounted  to 
$2,285.75  for  1974.  Add  to  this  $14,184.75  for  all  other 
licenses  gives  us  a  grand  total  of  $16,470.50.  These  funds 
are  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  Board  was  very  happy  to  lend  assistance  to  the 

Cherry  Valley/ Rochdale  Sewer  Project  in  their  efforts  to 
better  serve  their  customers. 

During  the  year  1974  through  the  efforts  of  the  Board 
a  total  number  of  33  jobs  were  filled  in  connection  with  the 
Neighborhood  Youth  Corps:  6  jobs  filled  during  the  school 
year  and  27  job  placements  made  during  the  summer 
months.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  very  worthwhile  program 
will  continue,  and  the  Board  will  exert  all  effort  to  this  end. 
It  is  also  hoped  that  the  program  will  be  expanded  during 


Of  much  importance  and  interest  to  the  Townspeople 
is  that  through  the  concerted  efforts  of  the  Selectmen  con- 
tracts have  been  signed  with  the  State  for  the  installation 
of  flashing  School  Zone  lights  at  the  entrance  to  the  New 
Elementary  School  on  Paxton  St.  and  at  the  entrance  to  the 
St.  Joseph's  School  on  Route  #9  at  Waite  St.  Also,  a  flash- 
ing beacon  is  to  be  installed  at  the  comer  of  Paxton  St.  and 
Winslow  Avenue.  Although  the  Board  fully  expected  these 
lights  to  be  in  operation  before  the  school  year  began  in 
September,  due  to  circumstances  with  the  State,  the  installa- 
tions will  take  place  shortly  after  the  first  of  the  year  if 
conditions  are  favorable  to  'do  the  work.  These  three  sets  of 
lights  will  be  100%  funded  by  the  State.  To  further  insure 
the  safety  of  our  children,  the  Board  is  pleased  to  report 
the  installing  of  a  sidewalk  on  Paxton  St.  from  Winslow 
Avenue  to  the  Elementary  School. 

During  the  year  a  Regional  Transit  Authority  was 
formed  to  include  the  City  of  Worcester  as  the  headquarter 
point  and  including  the  satellite  towns  surrounding  and 
contiguous  towns.  Through  the  Board  of  Selectmen  Leicester 
joined  the  Authority  in  the  best  interests  of  the  people. 
The  Tovm  was  given  the  privilege  of  presenting  their  recom- 
mendations to  upgrade  local  service.  With  this  in  mind,  the 
Board  appointed  a  committee  to  study  and  recommend  a 
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set  of  schedules  to  insure  better  service  for  the  Towns- 
people, After  thorough  investigiations  the  committee  recom- 
mended their  findings  to  the  Selectmen  who  reviewed  them 
and  after  a  few  changes  forwarded  these  recommendations 
to  the  Regional  Transit  Authority.  It  is  expected  that  the 
new  changes  will  be  accepted  by  the  Authority  and  thereby 
increase  the  availability  of  bus  service  to  our  residents. 

The  Board  is  pleased  to  report  that  collective  bargain- 
ing with  the  Highway  Department  during  1974  was  amic- 
ably resolved  to  the  satisfaction  of  both  parties. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Board,  an  application  was 
made  to  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Pmgram  so  that  the 
residents  in  flood  prone  areas  can  get  this  insurance  with 
their  regular  agents  or  brokers  at  minimal  rates. 

Last  August  the  School  Department  returned  the 
Cherry  Valley  School  to  the  Town  to  be  administered  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  due  to  the  opening  of  the  New  Elemen- 
tary School.  The  Board  appointed  a  Committee  to  investigate 
and  present  ideas  as  to  the  disposition  of  the  property. 
After  much  research  and  several  meetings,  the  Committee 
recommended  to  the  Board  that  the  building  should  be 
demolished  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town.  The  money 
for  this  was  voted  by  the  people.  Needless  to  siay,  many 
former  students  were  saddened  to  see  this  building  become 
a  victim  of  time. 

In  view  of  the  unfortunate  economic  conditions  that 
have  prevailed  and  still  are,  the  Selectmen  have  been  in 
constant  touch  with  the  Office  of  Manpower  Affairs  in 
attempting  to  secure  funds  for  job  placements  for  local 
residents.  The  C.E.T.A.  job  program  was  first  discussed  with 
the  Board  in  October,  1974.  But  due  to  one  delay  after 
another  by  the  State,  the  program  failed  to  be  initiated 
this  year.  However,  the  Board  is  hopeful  that  1975  will 
bring  concrete  commitments  and  funds  from  the  U.S.  De- 
partment of  Labor.  The  Board  will  continue  to  work  toward 
this  end  iso  that  Leicester  will  get  its  share  of  available 
monies  and  assist  our  Townspeople  during  these  troubled 
times. 

Of  interest  to  the  people  is  that  through  the  untiring 
efforts  of  the  Board,  local  Civil  Service  applicants  will  be 
considered  first  on  any  lists  in  connection  with  our  Police 
Department. 
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Both  the  Police  Department  and  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment through  the  concern  and  efforts  of  the  Board  continue 
to  upgrade  their  equipment  and  thereby  better  seirve  the 
Town.  Leicester  continues  to  grow  and  expand,  consequent- 
ly, constant  review  by  the  Selectmen  is  mandatory  to  keep 
a;breast  of  remedial  means  f  or  the  protection  anJd  well  being 
of  its  citizens. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  all  the  elected 
and  appointed  officials  for  their  cooperation  during  the 
past  year  and  also  to  thank  the  citizens  of  the  Town  for  the 
privilege  of  being  allowed  to  serve  them.

OF  THE 

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  past  year  has  been  a  busy  season  for  the  Leicester 
Conservation  Commission. 

A  complete  rebuilding  of  the  Town  Beach  at  Bumcoat 
Pond  was  where  our  largest  block  of  time  was  spent. 

A  new  power  line,  including  wires,  poles  and  lights,  was 
installed.  A  new,  larger  pumphouse  and  storage  shed  were 
built  to  store  our  maintenance  equipment  and  water  system. 
The  bathhouse  has  a  newly  shingled  roof.  The  swimming 
area  has  a  new  fence  which  was  erected  on  the  east  side 
of  the  beach. 
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Our  larg^est  project  was  the  complete  rebuilding  of  the 
baseball  field  which  was  converted  into  a  reg"ulation  Softball 
field  which,  by  the  way,  is  the  only  softball  diamond  in 
Leicester.  The  area  will  be  fenced  completely  this  spring. 

Due  to  the  large  grass  area,  we  had  to  purchase  a 
riding  lawn  mower  as  well  as  replace  other  equipment,  Le., 
wheelbarrows,  hoes,  rakes,  etc. 

A  larger  parking  area  is  being  built  between  the  quon- 
set  hut  and  bathing  area.  The  road  from  Main  Street  will 
be  built  under  the  supervision  of  the  Leicester  Highway 
Department. 

The  Commission  is  grateful  for  the  fine  services  of  Mr. 
Fritz  Anderson  for  his  continued  excellent  work  in  the 
park.  Also,  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Bert  Wester  for  his  atten- 
dance as  Parking  Supervisor  during  the  swimming  season. 

Elmer  Home,  a  mietmber  of  the  Commission  for  the  past 
ten  years,  passed  laway  at  his  home  suddenly  on  December 
30,  1974.  Elmer  was  an  outstanding  active  member  who 
never  refused  an  assignment,  carried  the  job  to  its  com- 
pletion and  always  gave  a  report  to  the  other  members  of 
the  Commission  at  its  next  meeting.  We  will  all  miss  Elmer 
and  he  will  not  be  forgotten.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
TREE  WARDEN 

To  the  Honoraible  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens 
of  the  Town  of  Leicester: 

As  Tree  Warden,  I  hereby  submit  the  following  report 
for  the  year  1974. 

A  total  of  62  dead  trees  were  removed  during  the  year. 
Trimming  of  dead  and  low  branches  was  continued  in  the 
three  sections  of  the  town.  All  calls  from  citizens  were 
answered,  and  equipment  was  kept  in  repair. 

Leicester  was  fortunate  not  to  have  any  large  Ice 
Storms  this  year.  Some  work  was  done  cleaning  up  from 
the  last  Ice  Storm.  With  a  good  program  of  Electric  Power 
line  trimming  we  have  been  able  to  cut  down  on  loss  of 

power  due  to  trees  and  branches  falling  on  wires. 

There  is  a  lot  of  good  wood  near  the  side  of  our  back 
roads  that  can  be  picked  up.  It  should  be  made  clear  how- 
ever, that  no  person  should  cut  down  a  live  tree  on  town 
or  private  land  for  firewood  without  permission. 

In  1975  I  recommend  that  dangerous  trees  be  removed, 
trimming  of  low  and  dangerous  branches  be  continued,  and 
new  trees  be  planted,.  A  new  attempt  should  be  made  to 
clear  all  branches,  poor  trees,  and  brush,  to  give  proper 
clearance  to  buses  and  trucks. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  citizens  for  reporting  dangerous 
trees,  the  highway  department,  the  Leicester  Police  Depart- 
ment for  their  cooperation,  and  all  town  officials  for  their 
help.

POLICE  DEPARTMENT

Gentlemen : 

The  year  of  1974  was  the  most  active  year  in  the 
history  of  the  Leicester  Police  Department  in  many  of  the 
areas  that  the  police  f  unction  in. 

A  total  of  426  persons  were  transported  to  various 
hospitals  in  the  area,  this  averages  about  8.2  calls  per  week. 
Firty  six  percent  of  the  calls  received  were  motor  vehicle 
related,  the  remaining  fifty  four  percent  were  injury  or 
sickness  originating  within  the  Town.  This  free  service 
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within  the  town  is  very  gratifying  to  this  department,  but 
with  the  increase  in  calls  it  is  also  a  very  time  consuming 
service.  With  new  aipproved  State  Laws  to  become  final  in 
1977  that  v/iil  bring  a  complete  updated  modem  service 
throughout  the  State,  the  Town  will  be  provided  with  a 
better  grade  of  service  than  is  now  available,  this  will  result 
in  increased  cost  as  well  as  a  larger  amount  of  hours  in- 
volved in  this  work,  but  I  am  sure  all  of  these  problems  will 
be  worked  out  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town. 

There  were  156  arrests  within  the  town  during  1974 
and  846  traffic  citations  were  issued.  The  officers  of  this 
department  attended  court  a  total  of  937  times,  involving 
in  excess  of  3,000  man  hours  or  about  17.8  forty  hour  weeks, 
this  is  mainly  due  to  our  judicial  system.  Where  one  case 
may  be  continued  seven  or  eig'ht  times  in  District  Court 
then  the  person  is  bound  over  for  Grand  Jury  and  from 
there  the  case  is  sent  to  Superior  Court  and  an  officer  has 
to  wait  from  one  to  iseven  full  days  to  have  the  case  tried. 
One  case  in  point  during  1974  involving  two  persons  arrested 
by  this  department  and  involving  two  officers  went  as 
follows:  District  Court  five  times  —  Grand  Jury  three 
times  —  Superior  Court  five  times  —  total  hours  consumed 
was  79,  this  amounts  to  two  weeks  of  police  time,  this  has 
been  a  somewhat  standard  procedure  over  the  years,  but 
with  the  increasing  work  load  in  the  Courts  and  the  more 
involved  legal  requirements  that  must  be  followed,  I  can 
see  no  improvement  in  the  near  future.  I  am  sure  this  will 
involve  more  police  officers  spending  more  time  in  the 
Court  Housie  corridors  waiting  for  cases  to  be  heard. 

Unfortunately  in  some  areas  of  police  work  our  totals 
for  the  year  have  increased,  in  areas  where  it  is  not  im- 
proved was  in  breaking  and  entering,  there  were  109  break- 
ing and  enterings  last  year.  'This  is  an  increase  of  46  over 
the  previous  year,  and  although  every  effort  is  being  made 
to  combat  this  type  of  crime,  our  main  problem  is  the  local 
citizen  who  sees  a  motor  vehicle  or  a  strange  person  in  the 
area  and  does  not  report  it  because  they  do  not  want  to  get 
involved.  This  is  also  true  in  so  many  other  incidents  where 
a  person  is  very  vociferous  in  his  complaint  or  adverse  com- 
ments regarding  the  police  diepartment,  but  when  it  biecomes 
necessary  for  them  to  take  action  such  las  to  state  what 
they  observed  or  what  happened  to  their  property  in  court 
as  a  witness  they  do  not  and  in  most  cases  will  not  get 
involved.  This  type  of  negative  attitude  of  course  is  very 
common  throughout  the  country. 

The  motor  vehicle  accidents  in  the  Town  have  continued 
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to  decrease,  although  some  of  the  credit  must  be  given  to 
the  mild  winter  months  during  the  past  year.  There  were 
two  fatal  accidents  during  1974.  Leicester  had  six  fatal 
accidents  during  1973.  The  police  department  dispatched 
the  various  units  within  the  town  to  172  fire  reports  re- 
ceived over  the  fire  phones  at  the  police  station. 

In  May  of  1974  the  Massachusetts  Police  Institute  at 
the  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  myself  were 
requested  to  do  a  survey  on  the  police  department  in  regards 
to  manpower,  deployment  and  in  general  an  over  all  look  at 
the  police  operation  in  Leicester.  This  agency  is  part  of  the 
Federal  Government  Law  Enforcement  Assistance  Adminis- 
tration. This  in  depth  'study  was  istarted  in  October  by  three 
members  of  their  staff  and  at  this  time  is  in  the  final 
stages;  a  report  and  recommendations  are  expected  by  the 
end  of  January  1975.  I  am  sure  most  of  the  town  residents 
will  be  interested  in  the  outcome. 

lU  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  Federal, 
State  and  local  agencies  and  departments  and  the  various 
boiards  who  assisted  this  department  during  the  year  1974.

To  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Leicester: 

I  hereby  siubmit  this  report  of  ajctivitiies  and  accounts 
of  the  Treasurer  for  1974. 

768  persons  were  entered  into  the  payroll  system  for  a 
total  payroll  of  $2,283,093.40.  Inooane  taxes  deducted  and 
paid  to  the  federal  giovemment  amounlted  to  $329,387.11. 
Income  taxes  deducted  and  paid  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  was  $87,402:59. 

91  employee's  are  niemibers  of  the  Worcester  County 
Retirement  System.  All  new  members  will  be  required  to 
contribute  7  percent  of  their  eaming's  as  compared  to  5 
percent  for  members  enrolled  b'efore  December  31,  1974. 

148  empiloyee''s  participate  in  the  Blue  Crosis  &  Blue 
Shield  Plan.  The  monthly  premium  is  $66.28  for  the  family 
plan  and  $25.12  for  indi^7iduials.  The  Town  o)f  Leicester  pays 
50%  of  this  premium.  This  is  not  Master  Medical  coverag^e. 

The  Town  of  Leicester  offens  $2,000  life  insurance  and 
$2,000  accident  insurance  to  ail  employees.  187  employees 
are  covered  with  Boston  Mutual  Life.  The  premium  for  this 
coverag^e  is  .72  cents  per  month,  per  thouisand  dollars  of 
life  insurance  and  .06  cents  per  thouisand  dofllars  for  accident 
insurance.  The  Town  of  Leicester  pays  50%  of  this  premium. 

Retiree's  may  retain  $1,000  of  life  insurance  at  their 
own  expense. 

II  employees  have  extra  accident  insurance  with  Trav- 
elers Insurance.  This  premium  is  paid  100%  by  the  employee. 

Teniporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  tax  revienue  were 
not  necessary  in  1974. 

$52,420.00  was  borrowed  for  Chapter  90  improvement. 
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This  money  will  be  reimbursed  by  the  Commonwealth  otf 
Malssachusetfcs. 

When  the  Town  does  not  havie  temporary  lo'ans  it  is 
permitted  to  invest  cash  that  i's  not  being  usied.  Duiring  the 
course  of  ithe  year  cash  was  invested  in  Short  term  Certifi- 
oates  of  Deposits.  The  interest  realized  $72,739.78  will  b^ 
credited  to  estimated  receipts  and  this  will  foe  used  by  the 
assessors  to  set  the  tax  rate. 

The  Stabilization  fund  has  been  invested  in  Oerltificate 
of  Deposits.  Interest  accrued  for  the  period  amoiunted  to 
$13,732.58.  The  balance  of  this  account  is  $162,260.97,  I 
have  recommended  the  use  of  some  of  this  aiccount  to  lassist 
in  sltabilizing  the  tax  r'aite  for  1976. 

Revenue  shiaring  receipts  total  $300,060.57  siince  it 
began  in  1972  sis  of  this  dalte  $26,980.32  hm  been  allocated 
for  various  projects.  Unlesfe  new  funds  are  allocated  this 
project  will  end  in  1976.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 


Planning  Board 

The  Leicester  Planning  Board  reviewed  building  permit 
applications  for  the  following: 

1.  There  were  thirty-three  single  family  homes  built 

2.  Two  —  two  family  homes  were  built 

3.  Twelve  additions  and  alterations  to  existing  homes 

4.  Six  garages  were  constructed 

5.  Fifteen  swimming  pools 

The  Planning  Board  was  also  involved  with  the  follow- 
ing projects: 

A.  Plans  were  reviewed  for  forty-four  additional  units  to 
the  Leicester  Housing  Authority.  The  Planning  Board 
wishes  to  commend  The  Leicester  Housing  Authority  for 
its  foresight  for  the  need  of  the  elderly  in  our  town. 
These  additional  apartments  are  a  tremendous  accomp- 
lishment. 

B.  The  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company 
constructed  a  $100,000  addition  on  Grove  Street.  This  ad- 
dition was  part  of  a  project  to  update  telephone  com- 
munication equipment  in  Leicester. 

C.  The  Leicester  Planning  Board  is  pleased  with  the  com- 
pletion of  Staffordshire  Apartments  on  Stafford  Street. 
This  project  is  a  tremendous  accomplishment  for  our 
town.  There  was  a  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  involved 
in  the  screening  of  the  plans.  The  planning  board  and  the 
board  of  appeals  were  particularly  concerned  with  pro- 
tecting the  natural  state  of  the  building  site.  The  profes- 
sionalism involved  in  this  project  by  the  builder  and  the 
town  boards  is  acknowledged  by  the  Leicester  Planning 
Board. 

Staffordshire  apartments  has  a  total  of  78  units: 
Thirty  town  houses 
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22  Two  bedroom  apartments 
10  Three  bedroom  apartments 

Garden  Apartments 

26  1  bedroom  apartments 
22  2  bedroom  apartments 

This  project  is  by  far  one  of  the  most  attractive  of  its 
kind  in  the  area.  Mr.  Duquette,  of  Duquette  Builders, 
owner,  plans  to  begin  a  second  phase  in  the  near  future 
which  will  feature  the  following: 

1.  A  mini-market  type  grocery  store 

2.  A  small  self  service  gasoline  station 

3.  A  bank  and  professional  office  space 

D.  The  new  Beacon  Pharmacy  replaced  a  considerably  old 
structure  which  was  badly  in  need  of  repair.  Leicester  is 
very  fortunate  to  replace  the  old  building  with  such  a 
modem  and  more  efficient  facility.  The  new  pharmacy  has 
provided  for  an  off  street  parking  lot  which  should  elim- 
inate a  great  deal  of  the  traffic  conjestion  previously 
caused  by  the  old  pharmacy. 

It  should  be  mentioned  that  although  there  were  many 
problems  in  obtaining  a  variance  for  this  new  facility, 
the  Planning  Board  is  pleased  with  this  project  and  the 
efforts  of  the  Board  of  Appeals,  abutters  and  the  owners 
that  brought  about  such  an  accomplishment. 

E.  The  Worcester  Tool  and  Stamping  company  constructed 
?1 6,000  addition  on  Hanky  Street  for  a  machine  shop  and 
new  office  space.  Twenty-eight  hundred  square  feet  will 
be  used  for  the  machine  shop  and  twelve  hundred  square 
feet  for  additional  office  space. 

F.  The  Jo  Anne  Giguere  School  of  Gymnastics  and  Dance 
on  Main  Street  was  recently  completed.  The  profession- 
alism that  Mrs.  Giguere  brings  to  Leicester's  youth  is 
greatly  appreciated. 

G.  The  town  of  Leicester  accepted  the  I.D.F.A.  (Industrial 
Finance  Authority)  in  late  1974. 

This  important  body  will  enable  a  company  to  obtain  fed- 
eral tax  exempt  industrial  revenue  bonds  for  new  indus- 
trial buildings  and  equipment,  or  expansion  projects.  In 
many  cases  100%  financing  is  available.  These  bonds  do 
not  pledge  Leicester's  faith  and  credit.  They  are  outside 
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the  normal  debt  limit  of  the  town.  The  I.D.F.A.  is  a  valu- 
able finance  tool  for  future  industrial  growth.  Presently 
the  I.D.F.A.  is  considerinv  other  possibilities  to  aid  them 
in  planning  for  industrial  growth,  especially  along  new- 
Route  56.  The  town  has  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  con- 
sidering what  should  be  done  to  attract  industry  to  new 
Route  56  since  it  is  the  most  appropriate  location  for  fu- 
ture industrial  growth,  Leicester  does,  however,  face  a 
serious  problem  of  low  water  pressure  in  the  Route  56 
area.  Also,  special  approval  from  the  existing  water  dis- 
trict must  be  sought  to  sell  water  outside  of  district 
boundaries.  It  is  hoped  that  these  problems  will  be  solved 
in  order  to  move  foreward  for  future  industrial  gro^vth. 
Recently,  the  planning  board  has  screened  building  per- 
mit applications  for  three  new  businesses  on  Route  56. 

H.  The  planning  board  held  a  public  hearing  to  consider 
the  advisability  of  re-zoning  new  Route  56  from  Stafford 
Street  in  a  southerly  direction  to  the  Auburn  and  Oxford 
town  lines,  from  residential  to  business  industrial.  The  in- 
tent of  the  planning  board  is  to  zone  new  Route  56  to 
comply  with  that  section  of  Route  56  located  north  of 
Stafford  Street. 

Recently,  there  has  been  considerable  talk  of  town  house 
condominiums  along  new  Route  56  south  of  Stafford 
Street.  This  matter  will  come  before  a  future  town 
meeting. 

The  Leicester  Planning  Board  is  presently  meeting  in  the 
Board  of  Selectmen's  office  on  first  and  third  Wednesday's 
at  7 :30  p.m.  A  new  and  permanent  office  for  the  planning 
board  is  presently  being  evaluated.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  Highway  Revenue,  and  to  issue  a 
note  or  notes  of  the  Town  therefore,  or  take  any  action 
thereon.
